As the lime approaches foi seed­ 
ing alfalfa, tht other steps essen­ 
tia! for Nueces should be reviewed 
ana appraisal macn oi ‘h u r use 
in tht field involved, says John 
Falloon.

A lot of 
planning and work is necessary be­ 
fore actual seeding alfalfa if r is 
to be as productive as it might be.

To be eligible for entry, the farm 
er must have produced at least 2 
bales of cotton per acre on his total 
cotton acreage as 
measured 
by 
A.S.C. 
Yields are compiled from 
gin settlement sheets and are bas­ 
ed on a 500 pound gross bale. 
Henry A Wilson of Portagev ille 
produced an average of 2.13 bales 
per acre on 20.4 acres. 
He plant­ 
ed DPL-15 and Fox varieties 
on 
April 
28th. 
Fertilizers 
included 
49 lbs. of nitrogen, 48 lbs. of phos­ 
phate and 16 lbs. of potash, ac­ 
cording to soil test. Fertilizer was 
mixed and applied 
to 
beds 
and 
then rebedded which placed most 
of the fertilizer deep under the 
row. 
Forty lbs. of seed per acre 
was planted, cultivated 
6 times 
and chopped 3 times. 
Ted Kelley, Matthews, produced 
2 18 bales per acre on 28 4 acres 
planted April 20th. Mr. K e l l e y us­ 
ed 38 lbs. of Delfos 9169 and DPL- 
15 seed. 
Cotton 
was cultivated 
seven times and chopped four tim ­ 
es. Fertilizer used was 82 lbs. ni­ 
trogen. 27 lbs. phosphate and 80 
lbs. of potash. Nitrogen was 
put 
down and bedded over, while the 
other fertilizer was disked in be­ 
fore bedding. 
V. B. Ridings of Malden grew 
2 03 bales per acre on 41.5 acres of 
cotton planted April 28th and May 
9th. Varieties planted were 50 lbs. 
of Delfos 9169 and Fox. Fertilizer 
used was 82 lbs. nitrogen. 40 lbs. 
of phosphate and 40 lbs. of potash, 
according to soil test. Cotton was 
cultivated 7 times and chopped 3 
times. 
Mr. Ridings’ 
cotton was 
planted on sandy loam 
soil and 
was irrigated twice with 3 inches 
of water applied each time. Cot­ 
ton that could not be reached with

It is interesting to note that these 
farm ers used heavy applications 
of nitrogen to produce these crops 
of cotton.

calcium and to correct soil acidi­

All crops require calcium which 
is 
supplied by 
limestone. When 
the calcium level is low in the 
soil, growing 
plants 
suffer 
and 
crop yields go down. 
Applications 
of ground limestone are used to 
correct the situation and provide 
adequate calcium. 
The result is 
increased yield». 
In addition to supplying calcium, 
we use limestone to correct soil 
acidity. 
M a n y crops such as the 
legumes will not grow in an acid 
soil. Alfalfa, clovers and soybeans 
are examples of these crops. There 
fore, when we want to grow one of 
these crops, we should first 
test 
the soil to find out how we stand. 
If the soil is acid, we should apoly 
limestone. 
There are other benefits 
from 
liming soils. 
Farm ers have notic­ 
ed that the land often has better 
tlthi, or works beter after liming 
In addition, limestone makes some 
of the other plant foods more a- 
vailable 
in 
the 
soii. 
Bacterial 
growth is increased also. As one 
man put it—liming makes the soil 
happy - and it takes a happy soil 
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; to produce. 
Fortunately,

much lime to apply is an easy mat 
ter. 
A soil test will give this in­ 
formation, If you are wondering 
about the lime situation on yo’ •' 
farm, take a soil sample tc your 
county extension office.

He said the bill provides that 
the chairmen of the appropna- 
jtion committees in each 
house 
take ihe members on the tour 
with the state paying actual ex­ 
penses. The bill is permissive and 
not mandatory. 
Another section of the bill pro­ 
vides for a conference of all new 
legislative members prior lo each 
session to acquaint them with pro­ 
cedures and rules of the House 
and Senate. This was held on a 
trial basis at the University of 
Missouri in December, and prov­ 
ed successful. Sen. Spradling said.

Bill Introduced by 


Spradling Provides 
For Legislative Tours 


A bill which would familiarize f 
new’ M issouri representatives and . 
senators w ith the state’s institu- 
tionsbefore they take office was 
introduced this week in the S en -; 
ate by Sen. A lbert M. Spradling 
Jr. 
The bill, which has not been re- ; 
ferrcd to com mittee, provides that i 
in the first two w eeks of Decem­ 
ber all new m em bers of the two 
bodies—those who have not serv­ 
ed before— be taken on a tour of 
every state institution. 
Sen. Spradling said legislators 
have been called on for years to 
vote 
appropriations 
for 
institu­ 
tions m any of them have never 
seen. “ If W'e are going to vote a 
half-billion dollars for their sup- 
porl.” 
he said, 
“then 
certainly 
m em bers of the Senate and House 
should know’ what they are ap­ 
propriating the money for.” 
He said it w as determ ined dur­ 
ing appropriations hearings that 
some m em bers had been in the 
Legislature for eight years and 
had never seen all of the state’s 
institutions. "W ith a half billion 
appropriation, they need to see 
w hat they are doing ” 
He said the bill provides that 
the chairm en of the appropria­ 
tion committee's 
in 
each 
house 
take the m em bers on the tour 
with the state paying actual ex- I 
peones. The bill is perm issive and 
not m andatory. 
Another section of the bill pro­ 
vides for a conference of all new 
legislative m em bers prior to each ' 
session to acquaint them with pro­ 
cedures and rules of the House 
and Senate. This was held on a 
trial basis at the U niversity of 
Missouri in December, and prov­ 
ed successful, Sen. Spradling said, j 
M embers of the Legislature serv- j 
cd as instructors during the train ­ 
ing session.
